Smaller Firm Could Of. 
fer Cross-County Serv- 
ice, Run Feeder Lines 
at Profit, Transit Com- 
mission Is Told. 


A proposal that St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. be required to con- 
fine its operations in St. Louis 
county to express service only, 
leaving St. Louis County Transit 
Co. free to run_ cross-county 
routes and feeder lines outside 
the city, was made by County 
Transit yesterday. 

Officers of the county firm also 
told the St. Louis County Trans- 
portation Committee at a hearing 
on mass transportation problems 
that neither single ownership of 
the two systems nor public own- 
ership of the county firm would 
be feasible. These were among 
the principal issues before the 


committee. 

Arthur F. Bangert, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
County Transit, said he believed 
it would be possible for Public 
Service to confine its cdunty op- 
erations to express service from 
several county terminals to down- 
town St. Louis. This would al- 
low County Transit to show a 
growing profit, he said, since it 
would be operating without com- 
petition in areas where the two 
firms now offer duplicate service. 


“Cream” Route Competition. 


Alfred H. Kerth, attorney for 
County Transit, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that as condi- 
tions now stand, his firm operates 
a large number of unprofitable 
runs while at the same time en- 
gaging in competition with Pub- 
lic Service Co. on the so-called 
“cream” routes. 

Under County Transit’s plan, 
suggested originally by a 10-mem- 
ber committee appointedd’y Carl 
H. Holekamp, 
Louis County Chamber of Com- 
merce, Public Service Co. would 
receive passengers from County 
Transit at certain “key points” or 
“natural terminals” in the county, 
Kerth said. 

Such terminals, he said, exist in 
Webster Groves, Maplewood, 
Wellston, Jennings, Pine Lawn 
and the Clayton courthouse. It 
might be necessary, he added, for 
Public Service Co,*to give extend- 
ed service to more distant sections 
of the county in rush periods. 

Operating Costs Compared. 
-Bangert and Kerth both said 
they believed their firm would 
be in a better position to provide 
feeder service to Public Service 
terminals in the county because 
County Transit operates at a 
lower cost per mile. Bangert 
said operating costs of his firm 
average 29 cents a mile compared 
with 50 cents for Public Service 
Co. 

Because of the difference in 
operating costs, Public Service 
also would benefit from the pro- 
posal, Bangert said. Public rec- 
ords show that Public Service 
Co. busses were operated last 
year at slightly under 43 cents a 
mile. 

Dealing next with proposals for 
single ownership of the two sys- 
tems, Bangert said this would 
not be feasible—again because of 
the lower operating costs per mile 
of County Transit. If, for ex- 
ample, Public Service absorbed 
County Transit, the St. Louis util- 
ity’s operating costs on its new 
county routes would rise to the | 
point where they might become 
uneconomical, he said. 

Opposes Public Ownership. 


Bangert also rejected as not 


County Transit, 
‘since, he said, the same problems 
that beset the private company 
would exist if it were taken over 
and operated as public property. 
Asked his opinion on whether 
operation of service cars would 
help improve service, Bangert 
said it would not, adding that if 
they were to carry sufficient 
casualty and property insurance, 
service cars would not be able to 
operate at all. 
Kerth added that if a feasible 
can be worked out so that 
Transit can begin show- 
ing a profit again, it would be 
to put more and newer

‘FEDERAL AGENCIES 
NEVER FADE AWAY’ 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
“It is axiomatic that emergency 
agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment rarely die natural deaths 
and, unlike old soldiers, they 
never fade away.” 

So observed the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee yesterday in put- 
ting the future of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation square- 
ly up to the Senate.

Instead of dying natural deaths 
or just fading away, the commit- 
tee said, emergency agencies, 
“chamelon-like” adapt their op- 
erations to changing conditions 
and find some new reason for 
their continued existence.”

(AP)—Record-breaking flood wa- 
ters which paralyzed this metro- 
politan area of nearly 1,000,000 
persons began to recede slowly 
today. 

City officials, who had declared 
a state of emergency, said this 
means hat the worst is over. But 
they emphasized that it does not 
mean the end of the flood emer- 
gency. 

In Jefferson City, Gov. Forrest 
Smith today declared a state of 
emergency as a result of the flood 
and called on all state agencies to 
render all aid and assistance pos- 
sible toward the relief of flood 
conditions. 

He also announced that he is 
calling on President Truman and 
Congress to provide as speedily 


appropriation. The Governor 
leaves tomorrow for Washington, 
where he will confer with Mis- 
suri’s two Senators and 13 Rep- 
resentatives Monday at a break- 
fast at Hotel Mayflower. 

Asks Legislature to Help. 
Gov. Smith urged the Missouri 
Legislature, which is scheduled to 
reconvene Sept. 10, to make funds 
available as soon as possible 


which would permit the Missouri 


National Guard to be placed on 
emergency flood duty. 

The Legislature for many years 
has made an appropriation of 
about $20,000 to cover emergency 
use of the National Guard but 
this year the item was cut out 
by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

Smith said damage to crops 
alone in Missouri would amount 
to $75.000,000. 

Smith sent telegrams to House 
Speaker Roy Hamlin of Hannibal 
and William M. Quinn of May- 
wood, president pro tem of the 
Senate, asking them to take ac- 
tion so.that the Legislature would 


make funds available for Nation- 
al Guard pay at the earliest pos- 
sible moment,

Rivers Reach Crests. 

The Missouri here crested at 36 
feet, a foot above the previous 
reord stage.

Inundated here were the rich 
industrial districts of Armourdale 
and Argentine in Kansas City, 
Kan., and the central industrial 
district, which lies in both cities. 
The northeast industrial district 
and North Kansas City were be- 
lieved to be safe, but some water 
was entering the Fairfax indus- 
trial district in Kansas City, Kan. 
Army engineers said they did not 
know whether they would be able 
to hold the Missouri river out of 
the Fairfax distdict. 

Offer of Guardsmen. 
Although the Missouri National 
Guard cannot be called on duty 
because the state has no funds to 
pay the members, Col. William C. 
Branton tonight offered the city 
the services of volunteers from 
guard units for patrol work. 

Col. Branton, chief of staff of 


‘the Thirty-fifth Division, said 100 


members of the 110th Engineer 
Combat Battalion would report 
for police duty tonight. About 
75 members of the 205th Medical 
Battalion will report tomorrow. 

All non-essential businesses not 
in the flooded areas were ordered 
to close. 

Many persons were missing, but 
because of the thousands of refu- 
gees close checks were impossible. 

City officials ordered stringent 
safeguards to conserve the water 
supply and to clear disaster areas 
for rescue work. 

Highway and rail traffic halted. 

Single Water Pumping Station. 

Because of flood waters, the 
load for furnishing water to Kan- 
sis City, Mo., fell on a single sta- 
tion which is capable of pumping 
only one-third of the normal city 
requirements.

Action. of .a Senate-House con- 
ference committee in Washington 
yesterday, permitting construction 
of 50,000 low-rent public housing 
units this year, will lift the bar 
placed on St. Louis’s low-rent 
housing program by House action 
two months ago, if the conference 
report is finally approved by 
Congress. 

Housing and municipal officials 
here were shocked when the 
House of Representatives cut the 
nation’s low-rent housing program 
for the fiscal year down to 5000. 
units, virtually killing the St. 
Louis program. 

Construction of the John J. 
Cochran Garden Apartments with 
704 dwelling units, which already 
had been started by the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, was not ham- 
pered by the Congressional action. 

However, the authority’s plans 
for development of the big De- 
Soto-Carr area, including three 
individual housing projects, were 
threatened, as were the city’s 
plans for housing projects in 
other blighted areas. 

The first step in the DeSoto- 
Carr development, construction of 
which has been planned to start 
in the fall, is for erection of 1740 
units for Negroes. A financial 
contract with the Public Housing 
Administration has been exe- 
cuted, 

Next step in development of 
the area, which was planned for 
next year, is construction of 1222 
units for. white tenants.. Archi- 
tects’ plans and specifications for 
this construction have. been sub- 
mitted to the PHA. 

Plans ate being prepared for 
the third ‘step in development of 
the -DeSoto-Carr area, construc- 
tion of an additional 1526 units 
for Negroes. In addition, plans 
are under consideration for de- 
velopment to the area south of 
Chouteau avenue and east of the 
Clinton-Peabody Terrace housing

TEHRAN, July 14 (UP)—Unit- 
ed States Ambassador Henry F. 
Grady said today both Britain 
and Iran were about ready to 
soiten their adamant stands in 
the costly oil dispute between the 
two nations. 

‘Grady predicted something may 
happen after the arrival here to- 
morrow of presidential envoy W. 
Averell Harriman. F 

“The situation i. getting ripe 
for a break,” Grady said at a press 
conference, “but a break on both 
sides. So far, both the Iranians 
and the British have said they 


are 100 per cent right.” 

The flow of oil from Iran’s 
wealthy fields has been reduced 
to a trickle because of the im- 
passe created by Iran’s national- 
ization of the  British-owned 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. The Iran- 
ian Senate met in closed session 
today to debate the mounting 
economic crisis caused by the loss 
of oil revenues. 

No Limitations on Harriman. 

Grady said there were “no limi- 
tations” on Harriman’s mission. 
The roving ambassador has been 
charged by President Truman to 
discuss the oil crisis with Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh be- 
cause of the vital importance of 
Iranian oil to the free world’s 
defense. 

Grady called the press confer- 
ence chiefly to deny reports that 
his departure from Iran was im- 
minent and that he had been 
criticized for his efforts to medi- 
ate the oil dispute. 

He said the White House state- 
ment that he had requested his 
resignation was correct but he 
did not expect to leave for sev- 
éral months and “maybe longer.” 

Answering charges that he was 
about to walk out on the oil 
crisis, the ambassador said: 

“T certainly will not leave here 
in a manner which will embarrass 
my government.” 

. Receives “Commendations.” 

Grady was asked if he had 
been criticized at all by the State 
Department in the course of the 
oil dispute. 

“No I have received commenda- 
tions,” he replied. 

Grady told’ newspaper men the 
“leak” about his retirement came 
at a “most unfortunate time in 
the midst of Iran’s oil crisis.”

7 AIRMEN KILLED IN CRASH 
OF BRITISH LINCOLN BOMBER 


LINCOLN, England, July 14 
(AP)—The whole crew of seven 
British airmen was killed today 
in the crash of a four-engined 
Lincoln bomber which plunged 
into a pasture and burned. 

The Lincoln is Britain’s largest 
piston-engined bomber aside from 
70 B-29s given the Royal Air 
Force by the United States. 

It was the second big R.A.F. 
crash in 36 hours. A twin-engined 
transport crashed Thursday night, 
killing all 10 men aboard.

4. He said Italian “Fascist re- 
actionaries” are carrying on a 
campaign for the return of the 
strategic Adriatic seaport of Tri- 
este. But he said that Yugoslavia 
was unwilling to “trade its popu- 
lation” in an effort to reach an 
agreement on this issue.

‘No nation which 
is not master in its own house 
can be regarded as a people’s de- 
mocracy.”

LABOR EXPECTS FAIR SHARE 


Labor expects to get its fair, 
share of the national income 
through collective bargaining and 
by increasing procuctivity, Hy- 
man Bookbinder of Washington, | 
labor economist for the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of 
America, said last night. He 
spoke at a session of the Econom- 
ies Workshop at Washington 
University. 

“Those in the ranks of labor 
make no plea for a particular 
percentage of the total national 
income,” he _ said. “However, 
when three-fourths of the total 
labor force, made up of those 
who receive wages and salaries, 
earn less than two-thirds of the 
national income they feel they 
are getting less than their pro- 
portionate share. 

“Labor expects to get its fair 
share through a combination of 
collective -bargaihing and increas- 
ing productivity. Only by in- 
creasing the gross national pro- 
duction can labor maintain and 
improve its relative position.”

A good indication of the increasing apprecia- 
tion of tactical air power comes from a dispatch 
by Joseph Harsch, chief of The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor’s Washington Bureau. He told this 
week of “a growing conviction at the Pentagon 
that’ American air power must be expanded 
more and faster than has been contemplated 
if the western world is to maintain anything like 
an equal position with Russia.” He emphasized 
that: 

The basic fact behind the new -thinking 
is that Russia is far ahead of thé western 
powers in tactical air and until this dispar- 
ity can be removed,: Russia retains the 
physical power to obtain air superiority in 
any war. 

The menace of Russia’s tactical air force has 
been overshadowed by more frequent reference 
to its massed ground forces. The two go hand 
in hand. This was well demonstrated when 
tactical air power established itself in World 
War II. But tactical air was neglected ‘after 
the war, except in our Marine Corps and Navy 
aviatidn. Strategic bombing, which broke Ger- 
many’s war potential by smashing her factories, 
got the play in this country from 1945 to 1950. 


-After the Korean war began, tactical air pow- 
er came back in short order. During the early 
months, Marine Corps and. Navy aviation ran 
away with the close-up air support show. The 
Communist planes have given our ground troops 
no trouble, thus far. 

But the thought of Russian air superiority 
working its will on Western divisions brings 
back pictures of the havoc in World War II 
when German planes shot up our troops in 
North Africa. Not since then have our troops 
suffered heavily bécause the enemy had air su- 
periority. They would suffer far worse if they 
lacked sufficient tactical air to protect them on 
the flat plains of Western Europe. 


The grimness of this situation backs up. the 
words Secretary of the Air Force Finletter used 
when he told the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee: “It is my conviction that, in the event 
of an armistice our efforts should be to increase 
_ the military establishment, and I can think of 
no better move in the event of such an armistice 
than to increase the striking power of our de- 
fense establishment.”

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Disgrace in Cicero 

The race rioting in the Chicago suburb of 
Cicero was the result of a breakdown in law 
enforcement at the municipal level where it is 
most important. True, order was restored by 
the militia sent to the scene by Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois. 

It is in the nature of things, isceaiiaaihk that 
state troops cannot be expected on the scene of 
a disturbance until it has gotten beyond the 
control of local authorities. Ninety-nine - per 
cent of law enforcement rests on them. And in 
Cicero they simply did not take action com- 
mensurate with their responsibility. 

The Governor deserves praise for prompt in- 
tervention, but the damage occurred none the 
less. And what a nice bit of propaganda it 
supplies for the Communist mills.

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Legalized Character Assassination 

More and more members of Congress are 
ashamed of how some of their associates have 
been slandering innocent citizens. And at least 
one of them wants to put a stop to such abuses 
of congressional immunity as, for example, the 
case of Mrs. Anna Rosenberg whose good repu- 
tation was shamefully dragged through the mud 
before she was confirmed as Assistant Secretary 
of Defense. : 

Senator Lester C. Hunt has introduced two 
measures to check McCarthyism. One of these 
would repeal that part of Section 6 of Article 1 
of the Constitution which makes members of 
Congress immune from libel suits for all state- 
ments made in the conduct of Congressional 
business. The other bill is -an alternative. If 
Congress will not require personal responsibility, 
then the Wyoming Senator wants it to authorize 
‘suits against the Government by defamed per- 
sons just as suits are now authorized in cases 
involving contracts or torts. 


The immunity clause was carried over from - 


the English law into the Constitution to protect 
the legislature against an autocratic executive, 
and it was intended to be valid only within the 
halls of Congress. But as Senator Hunt says, “as 
construed today, it is applicable ,to speeches 


srisicvet toe istigntiogn. ‘t sunt st ti tin 
possible, however, to draw a line between a 
well-intended question and a malicious accusa- 
tion. And if the false accusation is made, surely 
there must be redress for its victim. / 

Senator Hunt’s proposals put the issue before 
Congress. Many citizens who are not ready to 
limit congressional immunity are ready to hear 
the bills of the Wyoming Senator discussed. Let 
the objections become part of a public debate 
which will inform the people. 
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A Puzzling Assessment 
Mayor Darst’s amazement is well taken. The 
Mayor is amazed to learn that the State Tax 
Commission has reduced the tax assessment for 
St. Louis public utilities for the second year. 


He cannot figure out why tax valuations should — 
, go down at a time of general inflation and rapid 
‘expansion of utility services. 


Many citizens will not be able to get the 
point, either. Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company, for example, is now before the Pub- 


lic Service Commission with a request for a - 


rate increase. Bell tells the commission it needs 
the increase, for one reason, because it spent 
$22,000,000 last year on additional operating 
equipment. 

It is reasonable to believe that a substantial 
slice of this sum went for equipment in St. 
Louis. Yet when the company’s St. Louis prop- 
erty comes to be assessed by the state for tax 
purposes, the valuation is reduced by $360,000. 

Since taxes began, which must have been 
about the time man first walked upright, prop- 
erty has tended to shrink in value when the tax 


‘ collector was near, and to become precious be- 


yond price when its owner figured the revenue 
he was entitled to collect on it. Some diver- 
gence between tax valuations and actual valua- 
tions is perhaps inevitable, or at least well- 
entrenched. Still, it is a little hard to under- 
stand why that divergence should be widened 
just at this particular time. 

The Mayor has ordered an investigation, and 
we wish it bon voyage. How the State arrives 
at the conclusion that St. Louis public utilities 
are less valuable now than. they were a year 
2go should prove interesting. 
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No Law on Lobbies? 


Investigators of the Missouri House lobby 
committee are hunting around St. Louis truck 
docks for a mysterious Mr. X—the man who 
Gov. Smith told him about a truckers’ lobby 
meeting. The committee ifgelf has recessed for 
a month. So this is a good time to consider an- 
other mystery—the fact that Missouri has no 
effective law to regulate lobbyists. 

These high pressure operators have swarmed 
over Jefferson City for years, handling fat ex- 
pense accounts, button-holing legislators, con- 
tributing to campaigns here and there. Yet no- 
body knows the facts about these largely hidden 
operations, especially not the public. 


Missouri once did have a lobby regulation 
act. This law required lobbyists to register and 
report funds and expenses, so people could 
know what they were up to. Missouri was one 
of the earlier states to. try to control lobbying 
by publicity. 

In 1919, however, the State Supreme Court 
invalidated this law, because’ the title of the 
act did not describe its purpose. Thus the lob- 
byists were pushed back behind their secret 
veil by a technicality, and not by any lack of 
authority to control them. 

Since then there have been various unsuc- 
cessful efforts to pass regulatory statutes, A 
relatively mild bill got nowhere in the 1949 
session even though it was introduced for Gov. 
Smith. These repeated failures by the legisla- 
tors to control the lobbyists are one good indi- 
cation of the power of the lobbies. They do 
not want to be controlled, or even publicized. 


Yet if the Missouri Legislature is ever to cut 
itself free of the influence peddlers and push- 
ers, it will have to begin with an effort to report 
their activities. That means a lobby regulation 
law. By passing such a law the legislators will 
indicate that they do not consider themselves 
responsible to lobbies, but to the public which 
elected them. 
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One Job for a China Lobby Probe 


Whether or not there is an investigation of 
the China lobby at Washington will depend 
largely on “the amount of energy and determi- 
nation” President Truman can “infuse into his 
immediate circle,” Doris Fleeson writes. _ 


If the President can manage it, all well and 
good. But an investigation should not be ai- 
lowed to go by default, regardless of what the 
President does. Congress has an interest and 
ax responsibility here, too. As the Post-Dispatch 
said a year ago, the country needs more light 
on this shadowy force. |

Graft became problem in doctor’s profession with rise of specializa- 
tion, St. Louis physician wrote years ago; though a minority divides 
of fees, this injures’ everyone; professional man might just as well 
demand rebates from the hospital, the druggist and the undertaker. 


Society in 1906 


It is not surprising that graft should 
be present in the ranks of our beloved 
profession. Its existence in other walks 
of life is ancient.. With medicine, how- 
ever, it seems to 
have become a mat- 
ter for consideration 
only since special- - 
ism has become so 
universal. 

Now we all know 
that in our own 
community of St. 

Louis this practice 

exists, and whether 

we admit it or not; @ 

whether we prefer 

to disclose it or not, 

the evil is with us. 

There are some men 

undoubtedly who 

are addicted to this 

practice, but I believe they are in the 
very small minority. However, the prac- 
tice is too prevalent and the fair name of 
our profession is tremendously injured. 

Why should dear old family Dr. A. ex- 
pect a specialist, Dr. B., to part with 
any portion. of his fee? Is A.’s lack of 
moral courage and business sagacity to 
be compensated for out of the specialist’s 
pocket? 


No Excuse for Pay-Off 


Has specialist B. so little confidence in 
the value of his own results and in his 
conscientious endeavor to do the right 
thing towards his patients that he cannot 
depend on his professional skill and repu- 
tation alone to increase his business, that 
he must needs feel called upon to pay his 
general practitioner friend any portion 


whatsoever of the’ remuneration due him 


and him alone? 

Carry the case a little further: If spe- 
cialist B. does pay Dr. A. a percentage 
why should he not look 
around and endeavor to reimburse him- 
self for the expense he has been put to, 
to get his patient? 


Why should he not make arrangements. 


with the model hospital to get a pro- 
portion of the income said hospital ob- 
tains from the patient he sends there? 
That would help out considerably, and 
the longer he kept the patient there, the 
more it would help out. 

Or suppose this patient, a stranger from 


the country, should remain in the hos- 
pital long enough to prove a dead failure 
to the specialist, why should not specialist 
B. recommend to friends of the deceased 
an undertaker whose good services he 
would be willing to guarantee? - 

And why should not this undertaker 
pay specialist B. a good round percentage 
of his total, since specialist B. was kind 
enough to recommend the undertaker as 
a man who could do for his erstwhile 
patient what he had neither the training 
nor the inclination to do? 


Another source of income might also 
be invoked: Why should not specialist B. 
have a remunerative understanding with 
his druggist? 


A Principle of Ethics 


I do not mean to imply that the physi- 
cian has gothing to do with the special- 
ist’s charges. The specialist, as a rule, 
knows nothing about the ability to pay of 
the patients referréd to him. It is right 
and proper that he should be guided in 
his fees by the information furnished him 
by the family physician, provided he be 
a man of integrity. 

But neither the specialist nor the physi- 
cian should suggest or assume either di- 
rectly or indirectly, the one to the other, 
the financial responsibility which natur- 
ally and ‘rightly belongs to the patient. 

In the — of medical ethics, Sec- 
tion 4, Article 6, is found: ; 

“Tt is derogatory to professional char- 
acter for physicians to pay. or offer to 
pay commission to any persons whatso- 
ever, .who may recommend to them pa- 
tients requiring general or ‘special treat- 
ment, or surgical operation. It is equally 
derogatory to professional character to 
solicit or receive such commissions.” 

The St. Louis Medical Society has the 
right, and I ‘believe it is its duty, to take 
some definite action in this matter. 

Practices such as I have outlined should 
be stifled in their incipiency. When we 
accomplish this we will have more respect 
for certains and inspire more respect 
from the public. 

I realize fully that I have touched ee 
on only one phase of graft in medicine. I 
have done this because I believe this is 
the more serious phase, and one which, 
in St. Louis at least, results in the great- 
est injury to the profession as a whole.

SENTENCING DUTY 


Bar Group Says Proposal 
to Change Law. May 
Go Against Missouri 
Constitution. | 


Doubt as to the constitutionality 
of a proposed criminal law re- 
form that would give to the judge 
rather than the jury the right to 
fix sentence in criminal cases 
was expressed by a special com- 
mittee of the Baf Association of 
St. Louis in a report made pub- 
lic today. 

The committee report, which 
has been adopted by the Bar’ As- 
sociation, dealt with a series of 
criminal rule changes proposed 
by a committee of the Missouri 
integrated bar. The proposals 
are being submitted to the state’s 
6000 lawyers for discussion and 
recommendation before the State 
Supreme Court takes action on 
them. The reforms could be put 
into effect by an edict of the 
Supreme Court. 

In its report, the local bar 
committee, headed by Bryan 
Purteet and A. Clifford Jones, 
agreed by a vote of 4 to 3 that 
the rule change taking sentencing 
power from the jury would be 
desirable but the committee was 
similarly split on the question of 
its constitutionality. 

Rule Changes Barred. 

It is pointed out: in the report 
that the 1945 Constitution . bars 
any rule changes that alter the 
law relating to juries or the right 
of trial by jury. 

Doubt also was expressed by 
the local committee on whether 
the proposed abolition of the 
writ of error as a method of se- 
curing appellate review of- a 
criminal decision is valid. While 
a majority of the committee felt 
the proposed change was a pro- | 
cedural matter only and thus) 
within the power of the Supreme 
Court, other members expressed 
the opinion it would change a 
substantive right and thus be 
prohibited by the Constitution. 

A proposed change in the law 
relating to searches and seizures 
was criticized by the local com- 
mittee. That change would au- 
thorize issuance of a search war- 
rant if a complaint stated that 
the premises contained personal 
property “designed or intended 
for use or which is being or has 
been used as a means or instru- 
mentality for the commission of 
any criminal offense * * *.” 

Interference With Rights. 

The change would interfere 
with substantive rights of the| 
property owner, and its pr hae a 
is so broad as to be exceedingly 
dangerous, the reported stated. 

The proposed rule changes at- 
, tempt to tighten up procedures 
relating to bail bonds. The St. 
Louis group expressed some con- 
cern that in doing so, the changes 
may interfere with the ready ob- 
taining of bail. 

In an appendix, the committee 
- gtates that since Jan. 1, 1943, 
there have been only 18 bond 
forfeitures totaling $26,500 in the 
six division of the circuit court 
and the two divisions of the court 
of criminal eorrection here. Not- 
ing that these now have been re- 
duced to nine forfeitures involv- 
ing $15,000, the report ‘said the 
situation was quite satisfactory. 
The implication was that insofar 
as St. Louis was concerned, the 
proposed bond reforms were not 
needed. 

The report has been forwarded 
to the Missouri Supreme Court.

Her husband, in overalls, took 
his coupon receipt from the Red 


Cross man and said, “Let's 80, 
Mom.”

A woman standing on a bluff 
overlooking the two-mile wide 
sweep of the rampaging Kansas 
river pointed with a gnarled fin- 
ger and said brokenly:

Plucking at her dress, she add- 
ed: “This is all I brought with 
Beside the flood in the bottoms, 
others watched for livestock in 
the river and when they spied 
hogs swimming past they shouted:

Other hogs 
were being driven up the hillside. 

“Wanta buy a pig, mister?” a 
young man asked. “I'll sell it for

from the bottoms. Then she be- 
came worried about her husband, 
asleep at home. Boatmen were 
sent after him. They found him 
still sleeping, with water creep- 
ing into the second-floor bedroom.

WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
President Truman apparently has 
produced. something rare in poli- 
tics—an award to a defeated Sen- 
ator in the form of a federal 
court appointment for a friend. 

The reputed recipient in this 


iicase was former Senator Scott 


Lucas of Illinois, Democratic 
Senate leader who was defeated 
last November by Senator Dirk- 
sen, a Republican. 


‘Lame duck Senators sometimes 
get appointments for themselves 
but few of them find that even 
a long record of service for the 
administration can land a job for 
a friend after they themselves 
have tasted defeat. 

Slap at Douglas. 

Truman’s appointment yester- 
day of Joseph Samuel Perry, Jo- 
seph Drucker and Cornelius J. 
Harrington as United States 
judges for the norther district of 
Illinois was regarded generally as 
a slap at Senator Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, and something of a re- 
ward for Lucas. 

Friends said Lucas had backed 
Perry with the argument that he 
could have suggested a nominee 
before his defeat last November 
but didn’t do so under an agree« 
ment with Douglas to wait until 
after the election before filling 
the post. 

The fact that Douglas also in- 
dorsed Perry was overshadowed 
by the President’s action in nam- 
ing Drucker and Harrington. 
Drucker, now a municipal court 
judge in Chicago, is a nephew of 
Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, chairman of the House 
Rules Committee which has vir- 
tual life and death powers over 
legislation in that body. 

Harrington, a Cook county cir- 
cuit judge, was said to be the 
choice of the Chicago Democratic 
organization with which Douglas 
has not been too friendly. 

Douglas Backed Two Others. 

_ Douglas had proposed Ben- 
jamin P. Epstein of the Cook 
county circuit court and William 
H. King, former president of the 
Chicago Bar Association, for the 
nominations that went to Drucker 
and Harrington. 

Douglas, who has been men- 
tioned as a possible 1952 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee, 
hasn’t spared the lash at times in 
criticizing actions of the Truman 
administration. 

Although he and the President 
apparently had a friendly con- 
ference at the White House ear- 
lier in the week, the Illinois Sen- 
ator is known to feel he is not 
regarded as one of Truman’s 
warm political friends. 

The President’s assist to Sabath 
and the Chicago organization was 
interpreted in some quarters here 
as an indirect move to keep the 
Illinois delegation in line for 
Truman in 1952 and a. blow at 
any possible boom for Douglas 
as a favorite son candidate. 

Perry, of Wheaton, will succeed 
the late Judge Elwyn R. Shaw. 
The others were nominated to 
fill newly created judgeships.

ARNOLD. SCHOENBERG, 
SMPOSER, DES AT 


Father of Modern Atonal 
School of Music—Former 
U.C.L.A. Professor. 


WEST LOS ANGELES, Calif., 
July 14 (AP)—Composer Arnold 
Schoenberg, father of the atonal 
school of music, died at his home 
last night after a two-year illness. 
He was 76 years old. 

He was a native of Vienna and 
came to the United States in the 


1930s after Adolf Hitler’s rise to 
pawer and the Austrian an- 


schluss. He served as professor 
of music at the University of 


California at Los Angeles until |, 


illness’ forced his retirement two 
and one half years ago, 

Most of Schoenberg’s composi- 
tions were based on a 12-tone 
scale, instead of the traditional 
eight-tone scale. He began ex- 
perimenting with new musical 
sounds in the earlier 1900s. His 
work, at first harsh on the ear, 
won many converts. 

His best known compositions 
include “Verklarte Nacht” (Trans- 
figured night), “Gurre-lieder” 
(Songs of the Dove), and a sym- 
phonic poem,’ “Pelleas and Meli- 
sande.” 

' At the time of his death, he 
was believed to be completing an 
opera, “Moses and Aaron.” 

His works also included con- 
certos for violin.and piano and 
numerous chamber music items. 

He was widely known as a the- 
orist and teacher, having taught 
in Vienna, Amsterdam and Ber- 
lin before joining the U.C.L.A. 
faculty. He became an American 
citizen in 1940. 

Schoenberg is survived by his 
widow, Gertrud; a daughter, Nu- 
ria, and two sons, Arnold Jr. and 


Larry.

Varicose Veins 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


ARIOUS scientists who study the history of man’s devel- 
V coment have suggested that our rise to the vertical po- 

sition is the cause of several diseases. Varicose veins 
certainly are in the class of disabilities due in part to exces- 
sive standing on your ‘ret. Since a return to walking on all 
fours in the physical sense seems unlikely, other methods of 
dealing with varicose veins have to be devised. 

Until doctors learned the various anatomical causes for 
varicose veins, their treatment gave poor results. But with 
present knowledge, that is no longer true. 

Normal veins become varicose, thickened and swollen 
with blood, because little valves, which normally prevent 
blood from going the wrong way are defective.

THE JOB OF VEINS is to carry blood back toward the 
heart. They are nor-nally fitted with little flaps of tissue on 
the inner lining which lets the blood go toward the heart but 
closes when the blood tries to return where it came from. 
Your muscles massage the blood in the veins, pressing it ever 
onward toward the heart. The little valves normally prevent 
its returning. When the valves ir a vein fail, it becomes a 
varicose vein. It is longer and-:arger around than normal 
healthy veins. 

When the blood no longer flows just one way—back to 
the heart—in a vein, it becomes congested and liquid seeps 
out into the tissues drained by the vein. This causes swelling 
and water logging of the leg and ankle, where most varicose 
veins occur. This lessens the food at.d oxygen supply to the 
tissue, with the color change in the skin so common with 
varicose veins. Resistance to infection is cut down, with 
ulcers occurring commonly around the ankle after years of 
increasingly worse venous return.

THE PU’POSE of treatment is eliminating the leaky 
vein valve, or if there are too many leaky valves, removing 
the bogged-down vein entirely. Because there are so many 
valves which could be leaking and so many inter-connections 
between veins, each case is a seperate problem. 

In some, tying off the vein just below the leaky valve by 
surgery will do the job. Sometimes injection with an irritat- 
ing solutior which scars the vein and eliminates it from the 
circulation is necessary. Or, the vein may be cut out by 
surgery, But before any treatment is done, the situation with 
the veins must be studied, the circvlation tested, and the de- 
fective valves found as well as possible. 

Wearing of elastic stockings or bandages to collapse the 
veins is often helpful and is usually necessary before other 
treatment is done. s 

In spite of the most careful study and treatment, a few 
varicose veins return. This happens much less often now 
. than formerly. ,

East, as he said later, was 
tempted to double the four-heart 
bid when it came around to him, 
but his holding warranted only 
limited optimism—enough for a 
pass, but not enough for a double. 

West laid down the king-~and 
ace of spades. South ruffed, 
cashed his two high trumps, then 
ran off his solid clubs, discard- 
ing a diamond from ¢ummy. 
East did not fall into the error of 
ruffing the fourth club with his 
high trump—he meekly discarded 
the three of diamonds. Appar- 
ently, this led de¢larer to his own 
destruction. He led a low dia- 
mond to dummy’s queen, doubt- 
less hoping that West had the 
ace, in which case South could 
ruff his own third diamond. 
Things did not work out that way, 
however. East took the diamond 
queen with the ace, cashed the 
high trump, and then returned 
the diamond jack. Down one! 

It was inconceivable that West 
would have opened with three 
spades, holding a solid six-card 
suit and an outside ace. Thus, 
the diamond ace was marked 
with East. Instead of leading 
the diamond, South should have 
thrown East in with the trump 
after cashing the club tricks, and 
East would have had to start the 
diamond suit!

Add Molasses _ 


To Milk for 
Tasty Drink 


By Edith M. Barber 


HILE grownups have their 

iced coffee, children can have 

their milkshakes. Flavored 
milk is just as good for children 
as is plain milk, and they some- 
times like it better for a change. 
Many different additions may be 
made successfully, but molasses 
adds color, as well as flavor, and 
incidentally supplies that extra 
iron that is often valuable. 


The simplest type of milkshake. 
is made by merely stirring two 
tablespoons of molasses with a 
cup of milk and pouring it over 
ice cubes. Or, it may be beaten 
with a rotary beater and a little 
spice added, if you like. Ripe 
bananas combine well with milk 
and molasses, and the children 
love the flavor. If you want a 
particularly nutritious drink, the 
milk and the molasses may be 
added to a beaten egg yolk, then 
a stiffly beaten egg white may be 
folded into the mixture. 


Another popular and colorful 
combination that the children ap- 
prove is called purple cow, and 
the necessary ingredient is grape 
juice, either bottled or frozen 
concentrate. As a final touch, a 


. small ball of ice cream may be 


added to either the molasses or 
grape-juice drink. Another sug- 
gestion for flavoring milk is the 
use of the apricot nector that has 
sucha delicate but characteristic 
flavor. 


Molasses Milk Shake. 


Into one. cup of milk stir two 
tablespoons molasses. 


Foamy Molasses Shake. 


To recipe above, add cinnamon, 
mace or nutmeg to taste. Beat 
with a rotary beater or shake 
until foamy and serve at once. 


Molasses Banana Milk Shake. 


Peel one medium fully ripe 
banana. Break with fork and 
mash until smooth. Add two ta- 
blespoons molasses, few grains 
nutmeg and one cup cold milk. 
Shake and serve. 


Molasses Malted. 

Blend two tablespoons molasses 
with three tablespoons malted 
milk powder. Gradually add one 
cup milk, beating with rotary 
beater. Serve at once. 

Molasses Egg Nog. 

Beat one egg yolk. Add two 
tablespoons New Orleans molasses 
and one cup cold milk.

NEW YORK. 
N a vote in Congress the other 
day the Administration for- 
tunately. defeated a proposal 
made by Representative Jesse P. 
Wolcott, Republican of Michigan. 
This resolution said it was “the 


Aintention of Congress” to use di- 


rect controls only to the extent 
necessary to implement ar‘ s-"”- 
plement the _ anti-inflationary 
powers of the Secretary of tue 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

The House also turned down an 
amendment, which had been ap- 
proved by the Banking Commit- 
tee, to bar imports of goods made 
from raw materials under priority 
allocation in this country. The 
Administration feared, of course, 
that this would divert to other 
markets, including Communist- 
controlled nations, many scarce 
foreign-made products needed by 
this nation. 

Those who wanted to pass this 
amendment said it would pro- 
tect small industries, such as 


_watchmaking, from unfair foreign 
‘competition. It is true, of course, 


that Swiss people seem to be 
exceptionally good at making 
watches, but we have managed to 
find ways of using their skills and 
still make profits even in small 
businesses. 
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THE IDEA that little Switzer- 
land and its watchmakers can 
really harm small business in the 
United States by unfair competi- 
tion seems to me rather ludi- 
crous. We survive and prosper 
because we know how to use to 
the best advantage what comes to 
us from other nations. Our work- 
ers have the best standard of liv- 
ing in the world, and our efforts 
should be to stimulate the other 
nations in the world to get better 
profits through better manage- 


ment and then to stimulate. their 
workers to get a better share of 
those profits. In this way stand- 
ards of living will go up in the 
other nations and we. will have 
better markets for our goods. 

Many things are made here 
that are neither as good nor as 
cheap as those made in other na- 
tions and I do not think we really 
need to worry about needing pro- 
tection from Crongress. 

We do, however, need to im- 
press Congress with the fact that 
the people of this country under- 
stand that inflation is dangerous 
and that we want every method 
used to stop inflation. Congress 
needs to recognize the fact that 
we understand their problems 
and are willing to submit our- 
selves to certain restrictions in 
order to keep our economic ma- 
chinery sound.

WE MUST CONTINUE to pre-. 
vent the granting of credit on too 
wide a scale. That will make 
people save so that they will, be 
able to make larger down pay- 
ments. . 

We also should be saving now 
and putting our money in Gov- 
ernment bonds or savings ac- 
counts so that it will be there to 
usew hen production returns to a 
civilian basis and today’s scarce 
goods become plentiful again. 

We must also make Congress 
realize that we want price con: 
trols. If prices are not con. 
trolled, our dollars buy less and 
less, and wew ill not be saving 
for a future day if the extra 
money we earn is worth no more 
than what we had before. 

If we do these things—insist on 
restriction of credit, on saving by 
all, and on price stabilization— 
we shall be grateful to Congress 
in the future and we will remaiz 
on a sound economic basis.

| Praise for the Child |

AVE I been a good boy to- 

day, mummy?” asks the 6- 

year-old at bedtime, after 
he has kept the entire household 
in a turmoil since morning. “Do 
you love me?” asks the child at 
the very times when his behavior 
has been such as to evoke any- 
—— but love in his mother’s 

eart. 


If we treated the 6-year-old as 
he deserves to be treated, espe- 
cially at the end of one of his 
“bad” days, we would probably 
summarize his transgressions and 
then .provide suitable, and heavy, 


punishment. If we treat him as he’ 


needs to be treated, we will give 
him considerable reassurance, af- 
fection and even praise. 


This does not mean that we 
should praise a child for his bad 
behavior. It does mean that best 
results will often be obtained by 
praising him for the one or two 
good things which he may have 
done during a day, and by plan- 
ning with him toward a future 
when he will do even more good 
things. 


SIX-YEAR-OLD Billy was cli 
maxing a day of downright vil 
lainy with a bedtime temper ten 
trum. His mother, somewhat dis 
traught, was about to tell hin 
what a thoroughly bad little bo} 
she thought he was. But she re 
membered our advice that ths 
time when a child is behaving hi 
worst is often just hte time whet 
he is having the hardest time witt 
himself; and that praise—if yot 
can bring yourself to bestow it— 
is usually. more efefctive thas 
blame.
